A Dutch journalist who has 
spent the past decade in- 
vestigating the assassination 
of President Kennedy said 
today that an American 
Army general named Donald 
A. Donaldson knows the 
identity of the man who or- 
dered Kennedy’s death. 

The Pentagon said it could 
find no record of a Gen. 
Donald A. Donaldson on its 
lists of active, retired or de- 
ceased generals. But it did 
1 1 ^uid a recor( i of an honorary 
1 1 general title given to a Don- 
I aid Donaldson by President 
I Roosevelt. 

Willem Oilmans, appearing 
on ABC-TV’s Good Morning 
America, said Gen. Donald- 
son told him in London last 
weekend that he not only, 
knew the name of the man 
behind Kennedy’s death, but 
had discussed his informa- 
tion with former President 
Ford and Sen. Frank Church, 
chairman of the Senate In- 
telligence Committee, at a 
February 1976 meeting in the 
White House. 

‘AN AGREEMENT’ 

After the meeting, accord- 
ing to Oltmans’ account, 
“President Ford, Sen. Church 
and he [Donaldson] came to 
an agreement not to bring 
out this information ... at 
that time.” 

Sen. Church, contacted by 
the program, was reported 
to have said he did not re- 
call such a meeting or ever 
being introduced to Gen. 
Donaldson. Ford could not 
be reached.

He further charged that 
the same group was respon- 
sible for the death of George 
de Mohrenschild, a Dallas col- 
lege professor who allegedly 
committed suicide last April 
after learning he would be 
called to testify before the 
House Assassinations Com- 
mittee. 

According to Oltmans, Don- 
aldson is a Bulgarian named 
Dico Dimitrov who came to 
the U. S. after World War H, 
changed his name and was 
made a general by presiden- 
tial decree by Roosevelt, who 
sent him on secret missions 
to the Balkans.
